“We must also look to the farmers 
of Canada for substantial help in our 
Victory Loan. I wonder if most of us 
realize how much the hardworking 
farmers of this country and their 
families have been doing in this war, 
First, they have supplied men—fine 
able-bodied men—for the armed 
forces and for war industries I am 
told that from a pre-war, able-bodied 
farm manpower supply of about one 
and a quarter million, no less than a 
quarter of a million have gone into 
the services or the factories. The 
others have worked harder and long- 
er—with the help of older men, wo- 
men and children, and have accom- 
plished wonders in production. They 
have more than doubled our hog pro- 
duction, increased beef production 
by 20 percent, and cheese production 
by 60 percent. They have learned to 
@row relatively new crops like flax 
and so beans to meet special short- 
ages created by the war. They 
have grown far more feed grains to 
make possible the greater livestock 
production so urgently needed by 
Britain and ourselves. “Although 
economizing in the acreage devoted 
to wheat they have, by the aid of 
ood weather this year, grown the 
greatest wheat crop in our history— 
and they are harvesting it in the face 
of an acute labor shortage, 

“Canadian farmers alone are now 
able to supply Britain with all the 
wheat she needs and with an amount 
of bacon and ham nearly equal to the 


tota] she obtained from all countries ; 


before the war. Many of us in, speak- 
ing of our wartime accomplishments, 
take a natural pride in the speed with 
which ‘we have built up an army, a 
navy and a huge air force, and in the 
magnitude and excellence of our pro- 
duction of munitions and war equip- 
ment, These are more spectacular— 
more warlike—but they are no more 
surprising than the quiet but prodi- 
@ious achievements of Canadian agri- 
culture, 

“The high level of farm production, 
at fair and reasonable prices, is pro- 
viding this year a gross farm income 
which although it is too early to esti- 
mate it with accuracy will certainly 
mank well with that of the best years 
of the past, Like other busines men, 
however, the farmers are unable to 
spend what they ‘normally would from 
such income on farm machinery or 
buildings, because of the shortages 
of materials, Like other consumers, 
they are unable to buy all they would 
like to buy these days for themselves, 
Consequently they: too will have funds 
available for investment in Victory 


Bonds.”

A VISIT WITH 
THE CANADIAN 
ARMY OVERSEAS 


This the fourth of a series written 
by Walter R. Legge. 

Following the inspection of the Air 
Force stations the editors were taken 
to one of the ports where they had 
an opportunity to go over one of the 
destroyers. They also saw the train- 
ing of the future heroes of the navy, 
and a parade of a thousand naval 
cadets, 

[While with the navy, the editors 
were taken to the Victory, the flag- 
ship of one of England’s greatest 
heroes, Admiral Nelson. This was the 
ship from which his famous message, 
“England expects every man will do 
his duty,” was flashed as he led the 
27 English ships against 83 French 
and Spanish ships at the Battle of 
Trafalgar in 1805, 

This visit to the Victory will be 
described in greter detail in a subse 
quent article. 

Returning to London, conferences 
and meetings were held with Lord 
Woolton, minister of food; Hon, 
Arthur Bevan, Minister of Labor; 
Hon, Herbert Morrison, Minister of 
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that for the nine daylght hours dur-

Gripps, Home Secretary; Hon, Bren- 
don Bracken Minister of Information, 
and a meeting with the Hon. Winston 
Churchill in his office. It would be 
impossible to tell much about these 
meetings in one article so they will be 
dealt with later. 

All these conferences were arraniged 
by Hon, Vincent Massey, High Com- 
missioner for Canada, who accom- 
panied the editors on these occasions. 
He was indefatigable in trying to 
make the visit of the Canadian editors 
both helpful and interesting. 

During the last part of the time in 
England, vast underground factories 
were visited and also factories where 
aeroplanes and other supplies were 
being made, These visits wera also 
of great interest and the problems 
of housing, transportation,. manpow- 
er, etc., were closely studied. Those 
factories in addition to being of huge 
size, were just as up to date, and 
efficient as anything that could be 
found in America, 

A study of bomb damage took th 
party to Bristol, Bath, Portsmouth, 
and other places which have been 
badly damaged. The lesson learned 
from these visits was that early pre- 
paration to take care of raids is es- 
sential if the damage is to be kept to 
a minimum. Canadian cities should 
carefully study the steps which have 
been found to deal successfully with 
raid damage. 

It was now drawing near to the 
time that the return journey must 
be made, While everything could 
not possibly be seen in the time al- 
lotted yet a representative cross sec- 
tion had been seen of the Canadian 
Army, Air Force, Navy, the British 
industrial effort, civilian defence ,and 
so on, 

Before leaving England, the editors 
had another opportunity of seeing 
General McNaughton, who again re- 
ceived them in a most cordia] manner 
and freely answered all their ques- 
tions, 

But although the government was 
prepared to bring the Canadians back 
home, and the editors were ready 
to go, nature stepped in and ruled 
otherwise, unfavorable weather pre- 
vented a take-off, and there was a 
week’s delay in which each member 
of the party was left to explore what- 
ever was of greatest interest to him. 

During this week some of the edi- 
tors visited many places of the most 
interesting spots in England, includ- 
ing Wells, Bristol, and other places, 
while others visited such places as 
Stratford-on-Avon, Cardiff, Wales, 
Salisbury, Gloucester, etc. 

But the best of times comes to an 
end, and early one morning they 
were off on their way home. First, 
automobiles took them to the station, 
then a train carried members of the 
party to the embarking point and mo- 
tor launches took them to the plane 
which conveyed them to Ireland. 

After a stop of a few hours only 
in Ireland, they boarded the trans- 
atlantic flying boat and in a short 
time they were over the Atlantic. 

The return journey on a passenger 
plane was much more comfortable

SINCE THE BEGINNING of the war, the Axis nations have tried by | 
means of carefully planned rumors to sow seeds of dissension among the | 
democratic peoples. It is now clear that the doubt and mistrust created | 
ty Nazis propagandists had much to do with the fall of France, and the | 
same methods are being applied to England, Canada and the United States. | 
So cleverly are these rumors invented and spread, that even a public as| 
well-informed as we are in Canada, at times allows them to circulate 

- extensively. It is now the opinion of those in informed circles that the | 
Axis nations will intensify this part of their campaign in the next few} 
months, and we are advised to be more watchful than ever for false rumors | 
concerning the war. 


e In his “Mein Kampf", Hitler advanced the theory | 
Nazis Spread that the bigger the lie, the more likely it was to be | 
believed, all or in part. Working on this principle, 
False Rumors the Nazi propaganda machine has labored steadily to 
undermine the confidence of Germany's enemies. In the United States, the 
people have been told that Canada’s war effort is negligible, that there is no 
rationing here, and many other falsehoods aimed at causing disunity between | 
the two countries. In both Canada and the United States, there has been | 
an attempt to minimize England's part in the war, and to adversely criticize 
her leaders. All these stories we know to be false, yet if even a few of our 
people believe them the resulting unrest and doubt may do great harm, To 
believe any of these rumors is to help Hitler, and every Canadian should 
remember this at all times.

With farm machines now rationed | 
and repair parts more difficult to get 
farmers would be well advised to pay | 
more attention to the lubrication of | 
farm machines and equipment, say | 
the Agricultural Engineers of th? 
Dominion Department of Agriculture. | 
The expense and time invested in| 
good lubrication pay big dividends. | 

In addition to muintaining a lubri-| 
cating film between the bearing sur-| 
faces the oil or grease that is on farm | 
machines performs several other func- | 
tions. The bearings are cleaned. Rust- | 
ing and pitting of the bearings are 
prevented when the machine is idle. | 
Exposed metal surfaces during stor: | 
age periods are protected, 

The oil and grease used for lubri- | 
cating should be kept clean so keep | 
the containers covered to exclude 
dust and dirt. | 

Three or four different oils or} 
greases met the lubrication require- | 
ments of nearly all farm implements. | 
Usually not more than two lubricants | 
are needed for any one implement. 
Machines operating the year around | 
may require lighter oil and grease for 
winter than for summer. Badly worn | 
bearings may need a heavier oil that 
is not thrown out so quickly. Oil of, 
the same viscosity or stickiness as is 
used in the tractor motor usually is) 
suitable.
